ister Stalin and India's ambassador 
to Moscow has produced a new 
call for the world's "top people" 
to meet in an attempt to settle 
major international problems. 


"There is no outstanding prob- 


lem now dividing the world which 
could not be settled with discus- 
sion and negotiation. Every effort 
should -be made to get the top 
people together," said the Indian 
ambassador, Sir Sarvapalli Rad- 
hakrishnan. after his conversation 
Saturday night with Stalin. 
, Stalin's interview with the In- 
dian diplomat was viewed here as 
another in a series of important 
Soviet moves apparently aimed t 
fostering the hope that the divided 
world can settle its differences 
peaceably. 


The Communist moves in this 


direction include: 


1. Stalin's statement last week 


to a group ot American news- 
paper editors and radio men 
that a third world war is no 
nearer than It was In 1949 or 
1950 and that a meeting of the 
big. power chiefs of state would 
be useful. 


2. The International economic 


conference now under way here 
at which M. V. Ne»terov, presi- 
dent of Russia's chamber of 
commerce, said Saturday. that' 
the Soviet Union Is ready for a 
vast, expansion of trade 
countries.

3. The Russian proposal nearly 


a month ago ,' that the United 
States, Britain. France and the 
Soviet Union get together to 
negotiate a peare treaty with 
a united (iermany. 
The Indian ambassador talked 


with Stalin during a farewell call 
before leaving April 8 for India 
to become his country's vice presi- 
dent. 


The Indian embassy wild Sir

Our 
party of five wets in a car with an 
excellent driver who took the short 
curves to perfection. Many times 
there was a little to spare but 
he made it every .time. We went 
happily along almost in silence so 
entranced were we with the great 
beauty that held our attention. 
Once in a while a bOrst of en- 
thusiasm from one of us would 
break the spell. We relaxed only 
to find ourselves completely taken 
over by this wonderful 
scenic 


grandeur. You may think I am 
stressing the Amalfi Drive a little 
too much. Indeed, I am not and 
if you doubt it come over and see 
for yourself. 


Many Holidays There 


Dr. Murray's sister, Miss Vir- 


ginia, spent 
many holidays in 


Italy. Sorrento was her favorite 
resort. As we toured this lovely 
country my thoughts went back 
ci her and the happy days she 


spent in sunny Italy in a lovely 
hotel overlooking the Bay of Sor- 
rento. Miss Murray once told me 
that Amalfi was considered the 
finest scenic drive in Europe. To 
me it is the finest I have ever 
seen. 


There are any number of resort 


villages you pass through on this 
drive. I recall Salerno, a town of 
20,000 situated on Salerno Bay. 
Beautiful homes were seen from 
the foot of the mountains scattered 
in all directions to the very top 
of great heights. We saw many 
paths through orange, lemon and 
olive groves which must 
have 


commanded glorious sea views. 
The climate is delightful all the 
year round. 


1,162 Curves 


In a drive of 70 miles our driver 


told us there' were 1,162 curves. 
Most of the information I get is 
from our drivers. I assume they 
are correct. I hope so. 


Many mountain sides were ter- 


raced to the top of the mountain. 
Land is precious here. Every inch, 
it seems, is cultivated. We saw in 
this section hundreds, yes thous- 
ands of lemon trees. All had a. 


covering of lattice work made out 
of straight, very slender trees or 
twigs. They were then covered 
with tr«es, small ones with dried 
leaves that had been cut down. 
This made a perfect protection 
for them during the coolness Of 
the night. Some of the terraces go 
up to about 150 feet. 


Luncheon on Terrace 


We had a delicious luncheon on 


the terrace of the Terrazza Del 
Hotel Amalfi. An orchestra of five 
furnished music; mandolin music 
and one bottle blower who blew 
into a great big ;Jar and was really 
pretty good. Anyway, being out of 
doors we could stand it. 


To go back to the road, it was 


rebuilt 70 years ago and our driver 
said it took 20 years to build it. 
The roads are asphalt. Even in 
this decidedly romantic drive we 
encountered a bit of commercial- 
ism. At intervals we would pass 
children standing by the roadside 
holding a branch of the lemon 
tree—four or five lemons topped 
with the lemon leaves. Artistic and 
saleable. Again I find it very late 
so good night all.

Repeated X-Ray Fittings 
May Be Injurious to Feet 


The foot troubles with which so 


many people are afflicted today 
are the result of civilization. Few, 
f any, primitive people who walk 
vithout shoes have either flat feet 
or bunions. 


Since we cannot go back to walk- 


ng barefooted on soft, 
spongy 


ground, other methods should be 
ought to prevent the serious foot 
llfficultles which affect so many. 
The most important thing to do is 
>e sure that a person is well-shod, 
not some of the time, but all of 
he time. 


Of course, keeping the feet dry 


tnd clean and giving.the feet ex- 
rcise—on the beach when possl- 
)le. or even on the rug in the 
house—may help some, but the 
mportance of choosing the right 
ihoe is undoubtedly paramount. 
It is probably not necessary in 


most instances to use an X-ray 
•nachine or fluoroscope as an aid 
o fitting: shoes, but this is com- 
monly done, and the question has 
been 
raised 
repeatedly as to 


whether it might harm cither the 
:ustomer or the salesperson. 


Until recently it was difficult to 


answer this question correctly 
but now a report on this problem 
has come 
from 
the 
American 


Conference of Governmental 
In- 


dustrial Hygienists. 


Possible Harm From X-Ray 


This report points out that the 


use of shoe-fitting fluoroscopic de- 
vices are potentially harmful for 
both salespersons and customers. 
The committee has 
consequently 


issued a "guide" designed to les 
sen the amount of radiation (X- 
ray) to which persons are exposed 
during the 
use 
of fluoroscopic 


shoe-fitting devices. 


The recommendations are too 


long to quote 
here, 
but 
they 


should be carefully 
followed by 


every shoe store using such a de 
vice, and should carry a warning 
label reading something like this: 
"Exposure 
to X-ray 
may 
be 


harmful. Customers must not op- 
erate this machine. Limit for each 
customer: Five X-ray shot fittings 
per day, yearly total not to exceed 
20 fittings."

When North did double, East re- 


doubled, and it was up to South to 
pass with a weak Iiand. The actual 
bid of one no-trump made it im- 
possible for North to rescue him- 
self at one heart, and it warned 
North against interfering unless 
he had a really good suit.. 


If 
South had 
passed, 
North 


would have been in no serious 
trouble at one heart. The chances 
are that the opponents would Have 
played the hand at a part score in 
spades or no-trump. 


When the hand was -actually 


played, Johnny Crawford, Jiolding 
the West hand, found the killing 
opening lead—the ten of spades. 
South won wltk the king of spades 
to lead hearts toward tfie dummy. 


Crawford took the ace of hearts 


at once to lead his remaining 
spade, forcing out dummy's ace. 
Now there was no way to get to 
the South, hand, so declarer led 
the king of hearts and tried a third 
round in the hope that the suit 
would break evenly. 


This set up two heart tricks for 


Crawford. He took one of them 
and shifted 'to diamonds where- 
upon his partner, George Rapee, 
could get two top diamonds and 
the rest of the spades. Rapee could 
eventually lead a club through 
declarer, and the defenders event- 
ually won ten tricks, collecting 700 
points on a hand that they would 
normally drop below game.

Just two 
days ago it was one of more 'than 
85,000 headaches. And all of them 
belonged to Sterling D. Schrock, 
Lee county clerk. 


Tomorrow it will be yours to do 


will) as you please, but the maa 
in the Lee county courthouse has 
seen his share of them. He, along 
with Bruce Dunlop, deputy coun- 
ty clerk, have handled, packaged 
and parceled an estimated 88,000 
ballots—in .other words, all of the 
ballots in Lee county. 


This total includes all the Re- 


publican and Democratic ballots, 
the bond issue ballots and ballots 
for election of the school board of 
trustees ballots. 


77,000 to Judges 


Approximately 77,000 o'f these 


are sent to judges in the precincts, 
along with an armload of supplies 
that fill a three by two foot card- 
board box about six inches deep. 


Both deputy and clerk, however, 


don't term the election job as a 
headache, they speak of it more 
as "regular" occurrence. 


'We do most of it in the last 


six weeks," explained Schrock. 


"I like to do this—if I didn't like 


i*' I wouldn't be her* doing it." 
(And, he's been doing the job since 
1935.) 


Each precinct gets an ample 


supply of ballets, said Schrock, 
and he keeps a reserve in the 
courthouse in case of emergency. 
If a fire happens to burn down 
the polling place the night before 
and the ballots are inside, the 
reserve ballots, already printed for 
the precinct, would be sent. These 
would supply voters until Schrock 
could have the printer, who keeps 
the ballots in type until after elec- 
tion, prints more. 


« 
False Alarm 


"Only once,", recalled Schrock, 


"was there any need for more 
ballots." That, as he remembered, 
was in Brooklyn township back in 
the late '30s. The judge called 
Schrock saying he thought he 
might "run out of Democratic 
ballots." Schrock rushed the re- 
serve supply, but it turned out 
that all the Democrats had come 
in a bunch and the warning was 
only a false alarm. 


Besides the ballots, which are 


packed in the brown envelopes of 
various sizes, the supply box is 
also one of the Schrock-Dunlop 
problems. In each box, for each 
precinct, they must put in the 
following items: 


Sealing wax (to seal envelopes 


after voting), ink, pen, pencils, 
ballot bag. card for polling place, 
county' map, tally books, 
poll 


record book, election instruction 
book and more envelopes. 


So, if you start to struggle over 


that ballot tomorrow in the poll- 
ing booth, don't give up. You 
aren't the first one for whom it has 
caused a little extra work.

He must 
practice long hours at developing form, for in few other sports 
has perfection been reduced to the almost-mechanical process 
that track technique has become. 


SELF DENIAL is the essence of track. Self denial brings the 


physical condition that is necessary to produce a winner. But even 
conditioning isn't enough. In final analysis, it is the boy with the 
"heart" who becomes a standout in track. 


It is the boy who still runs hard even when he feels that 


hi* lungi will surely burst If he continues at top speed down 
that last 100 yards to the wire. 


UNFORTUNATELY, NOT many Dixon athletes have displayed a 


fondness for this kind of self-sacrifice in recent years — not only in 
track but in other sports as well.
